WASHINGTON, June 5 — The 
Presidential appointment of David 
Lee Shillinglaw of Chicago to a 
United Nations post was blocked 
by senatorial sources, not by the 
State Department, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told today by a respon- 
sible authority. 


Mystery had surrounded the cir- 
cumstances under which Shil- 
linglaw, Republican investment 
banker and past commander of 
the American Legion in IHinois, 
had been barred as United States 
representative in the U.N. Social 
and Economic Council. . 

His n had been proposed 
origin ally te Senator Everett M. 
Kirksen (Rep.), Illinois, a jong- 
time friend. As told in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, Dirksen's of- 
fice has now requested that Shil- 
linglaw’s name be withdrawn. 

Various Steps in Case. 

The sequence of events, ac- 
cording to information given the 
Post-Dispatch, went like this: 

1. After Shillinglaw’s name was 
proposed by Senator Dirksen, the 
White House or the State Depart- 
ment asked the FBI to make field 
investigations of Shillinglaw. 

2. These FBI reports, when com- 
pleted, contained detailed but un- 
evaluated accounts of Shilling- 
law’s many activities, including 
membership in a number of in- 
ternational study-research organi- 
zations, 

3. The State Department con- 
ferred with those interested in the 
appointment, but did not refuse 
to clear him. 

4. Certain senatorial sources, 
seeking to avoid a possible con- 
troversy over the appointment, 
told State Department officials 
the e should be with- 
draw 

5. Then followed the letter of 
withdrawal sent by Dirksen's 
| office. 


The letter was sent by Dirksen’s | 


staff during the Senator’s absence 
in the Far East. A Dirksen staff 
member told the Post-Dispatch 
the letter sent was under authori- 
ty delegated by the Senator be- 
fore he left. 

I P. R. Big Stumbling Block. 

The chief issue appeared to be 
Shillinglaw’s membership in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations, the 
Far Eastern study and research 
organization accused by several 
congressional committees of hav- 
ing been dominated at one time 
by Communists or Communist 
sympathizers. Having become a 
member in 1936, Shillinglaw re- 
tained his membership through 
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3 the period of congressional inves- 
tigations, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, and this may have proved 
embarrassing to Dirksen, who was 
a member of the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee at the time 
that committee looked into the 
I. P. R.

ume Shillinglaw’s name was pro- 
posed, did not know about Shil-

In the light of all the disappointments and 
frustrations of the past, anxious citizéns can 
only wait and hope. But they have somewhat 
more reason for hope this time than at other 
junctures of the long truce negotiations. If it is 
true that the Communists have’ now accepted 
the revised U.N. plan, then they have agreed to 
what they scornfully rejected last winter. That 
would be a real and significant change of posi- 
tion, justifying the belief that this time the 
Communists really want a cease-fire. 

A truce, if it comes, will open up an intricate 
range of new problems both abroad and at home. 
One consequence would be the prompt conven- 
ing of a Far Eastern political conference to dis- 
cuss a settlement in Asia. Is Washington ready 
for such a conference? Is public opinion ready? 

The stakes would be high. For both the Gov- 
ernment and the public, emotional attitudes 
toward Mao Tse-tung and Chiang Kai-shek would 
be a poor substitute for sound and carefully 
thought out policy. A Far conference is 
not going to give either side what it would have 
gained by total victory in combat; ‘it will re- 
quire compromise and accommodation which 
neither side is-in the best mood to accept. 

An end to the fighting would have enormous 
consequences at home, as well. The stock mar- 
ket’s nose dive on the reports of an imminent 
truce shows that. Not only would business enter 
a period of uneasy apprehension, but President 
Eisenhower would find it much harder to main- 
tain his policy of no tax cuts this year, and 
pressures for further reductions in defense 
spending would probably increase. 

Yet can any American honestly say to himself 
that peace would present problems too difficult 
to face and solve? Would not anybody gladly 
trade the problems of war for those of peace? 

The United Nations has accomplished what it 
set out to accomplish.in Korea, which was to 
halt and throw back an unprovoked aggression. 
It has not unified Korea, it has not settled other 
grave Far Eastern issues, it has not caused the 
threat of Communist power to vanish. But it 
did not go to war for such aims. It went to war 
in order to give the Communist world a clear 
and forceful warning that armed aggression will 
be met by implacable collective resistance. It 
went to war in defense of the principle that 
political problems shall be settled by political 
means, not by naked aggression. 

The political problems remain to be settled; 
but the principle has been defended. 
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Slap at the President 

President Eisenhower is firmly committed 
against the Bricker resolution to restrict the 
authority af the executive in the conduct of for- 
eign relations. In addition to declaring himself, 
the President sent Secretary of State Dulles and 
Attorney General Brownell to Congress to testify 
against the amendment. 

In the face of this, the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee has now reported the Bricker monkey 
wrench favorably and by the heavy vote of 8 to 
4. Five Republican Senators voted against the 
President—Jenner, Indiana; Watkins, Utah; 
Hendrickson, New Jersey; Welker, Idaho; and 
Butler, Maryland. Three Southern Democrats 
voted for it: Eastland, Mississippi: Smith, North 
posed were two Democrats—Kefauver of Tennes- 
see and Kilgore of West Virginia and two Re- 
publicans—Langer of North Dakota and Wiley of 
Wisconsin.

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Publicity for Air Line Subsidies 

President Eisenhower has urged Congress to 
separate air line subsidies from payments earned 
by carrying mail. A reform along this line is 
overdue, The taxpayers ought to know how 
much of the $140,000,000 a year paid by the 
Post Office to the air carriers ig earned and how 
much of it is a hand- out. 

The Eisenhower move is in the right direction 
even if it 16 not as well worked out as the plan 
pushed by Senator John F. Kennedy, Massa- 
chusetts Democrat, since his days in the House. 
The objection to the Eisenhower proposal is 
that it would leave too much discretion to the 
Civil Aeronautics Board which would determine 
the amount of the subsidies as well as pay them. 
The CAB would make its decisions on the basis 
of the air lines’ “needs” rather than on their 
usefulness in the national defense system. And 
it would not have to consider the lines’ real 
earning potential. 

Thus the lines could look to a friendly board 
to keep them out of financial trouble, instead 
of making a vigorous effort to increase their 
earnings. This is a little like those railroads 
which are inclined to look to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for rate increases instead of 
being more concerned about economies and new 
earning possibilities.. .

Unanimous Again 

The Senate vote against admitting Communist 
China to the United Nations was 76 to 0, and 
that is a most impressive vote. But it is worth 
noting that two years ago the Senate passed vir- 
tually the same resolution by an even more im- 
pressive vote of 91 to 0. What the present action 
accomplishes, then, is to restate an essentially 
unanimous sense of the Senate on this question. 

Taken in the abstract, however, the question 
is a rather artificial one. For nobody is now pro- 
posing that Communist China be admitted to 
the U.N. while its troops are waging war against 
U.N. forces in Korea, If and when the fighting 
ceases, the new circumstances would make a 
new question to be met and resolved at that time. 
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A Vote to Remember 4 

One of the most obvious needs in the country 
today is more hospitals, more doctors to staff 
the hospitals and more training facilities for both 
doctors and nurses. About this there is no argu- 
ment. There is no argument because there 
be none. 

Yet ane of the so-called economy moves in 
Washington is te cut the public health and hos- 
pital construction program, The Hill-Burton Act 
provides for federal hospital construction assist- 
ance on a matching basis with state and local 
funds. So as to continue this matching program, 
Congressman Fogarty moved to restore $25,- 
000,000 to the health appropriation. The motion 
of the Rhode Island Democrat was defeated by 
only six votes. It lost 197 to 203. 

Responsibility for this blow to the physical 
well being of the nation rests almost squarely 
on the Republicans of the House. The vote was: 
Against Restoration: 172 Republicans, 30 Demo- 
erats and 1 Independent; For Restoration: 166 
Democrats and 31 Republicans. Since it would 
have taken a change of only four votes to restore 
this public health assistance, we print the names 
of the Congressmen from Missouri and Illinois 
who voted against restoration, All are Repub- 
licans.
